1 cup California red table
wine, Salt to taste

3 tablespoons mixed pick-
ling spice

1 cup dried apricots or
prunes

Brown roast in hot fat in a
heavy kettle. Add wine and
spices. Cover tightly and sim-
mer 3 to 3% hours or until
fork tender, If more liquid Is
required, add water, a small
amount at a time. Do not
“drown” the meat, During last
hour of cooking add fruit.
